The Views of the Rebel General on the
Condition of the South,

A correspondent of the Cinclopat Commercia
gives a long aocount of an wterview with Geu-
ernl N. B.iForrest. We quote a portion of it:—

*In 1he event ol Governor Browunlow’s calling
out the miliia, do you think there will be any
resistance offered Lo their acws !

“That will depend up.n circumstances. If
the wi'itia are simply called out, aud do not ln-
terfeie with or molest any one, I do not think
there will be any fgbt, If, on the contrary,
they do whut 1 behieve they will do, commit
OutTages, OF €Ven oue oulrage upon the people,
they and Mr. Brownlow’s Uovernment wiil be
swepl out of existence; not a radical will be leit
sllve. 1t the mahiuia are called out, we cannot
but look upon it us o declaration of war, beoause
Mr. Prownlow has already 1ssaed his proclama.
tion direcung them roshoot down the Ku-Klox
whi Tever l.!wﬂ find them, aud he calls all Bouth-
erm men Ku-Klux.”

“Why, Geoeral, we waple up North have re-
garded the Ko-Klux-Klwo ns an orgsnization
wuich existed only in the irightened imagioa-
tions of a few politicians,”

“No doubt of it. bince Its organization the
Leagues have quit, killing and murdering our
people,  There were some foolish dyuunq men
who put matks on their faces, and rode over
the coununtry, foghtening negroes, but orders
have been 1#sued to stop that, and ll has ceasad,
You may say further, that three members of the
Ku-Klux have been court martialed nudshot for
violations of the orders not to disturb or molest
people,”

;;Qm you s member of the Ku Klux, Gene-
ral?

“] am not: but am in sympathy, and will co-
operate with them,"

“1 know that they are chareed with many
crimes that they ure not guilty of, A case
poiut is the killing of Bierfield, at Frauklin, s
few daye ngo, 1 sent a man up there cspecially
1o Investigate the caxe, and report to me, and [
have his letter here now, in which he states
that they had nothing to do with it as an orga-
uizntion,”

“What do you think of negro suffrage 2"

*1 am opposed to it under wny and all eircum-
stances; and In our Convention urged our party
not 1o commit themselves at all npon the sub.
jeet. It the negroes vote to enfranchise us, I do
pot think I would favor their disfranchisement,
We will stand by those who help us. And here
1 wanut you to understand distinetly, I am not
an enemy of the negro. We want him here
among us, he is the only laboring class we have,
and more than that, I would sooner trust him
than the white scalawag or carpet-bagger, When
I entered the army [ took forty-seven negroes
into the army with me, and forty-five of them
were surrendered with me. 1 said to them at
the start, ‘T'his fght is against slavery; if we
loee it, you will be made free; if we w ﬂ'p the
fight, and you etay with me, and be ggod boys,
I will set you free. In either cuse you will be
free,’ These boys stayed with me, drove my
teams, and better Conlederates did not live,”

“Po you think the Eu-klux will try to intimi-
dnte the negroes at the election 1"

“I do not think lhn\y) will. Why, I made a
speech at Brownsyille the olher day. and while
there a lientenant, who served with me, came to
me and informed me that a baad of radicals had
been going through the country claiming to be
Ku-klux, and disarming the vegroes, nud then
selling their arms, I told him to have the mat-
ter Investigated, and, if true, to have the parties
arrested.”

“What do you think Is the effect of the anm-
nesty granted to your people

“I believe that the amnesty restored all Lhe
rights to the people full and complete, 1 do not
think that the Federal Government has the
right to disfranchise uuy man, but 1 believe the
Legislatores of the States have, The objectlon
I bave to the disiravchisement in Tennessee ig
{hat the Legislature which enacted the law had
no constitutional existence, and the law, in
itself, 18 a nuility. Btill, I would respect it until
changed by luw; but there is a limit, beyond
which men cannot be driven, and I am ready to
die sooner than sacritice my honor. This thing
must have ap end, and it 128 now sbout time for
that end to come.”

“What do you think of General Grant?" I
asked.

“1 regard him as a grest mililary commander,
6 good man, honest and liberal, and If elected
will, 1 hope and believe, execute the laws
bonestly and faithfully. And, by the way, a
report has been published in some of the papers,
sinting that while General Grant and lady were
at Corinth in 1862, they took and earried off
furniture snd other property. 1 here brand the
aulbor as o liar. I was at Corinth only a short
time ago, aud 1 personally investigated the
whole matter, talked with the people with
whom he and his lady hved while there, and
they saw that their conduct was everythivg that
could have been expected of a gentleman and
lady, and deserving the highest praise. I am
opposed to General Graut 1 everything, busl
would do bim justice.”

The foregoing is the principal part of my con-
versation with the Geperal. 1 give the conver
sution, nnd leave the reader to form his own
opinlon a5 to what General Forrest means to do,
I think that he has been so plain In his talk
that it cannot be misunderstood.

The mur-
derous epirit of the KuKlox Kilan levels 1ts
deadliest blows aguinst them, To the extent of
his weusns, the Governor is determived they
ghall be protected, I the militia {5 suthorized,
and be finds it pecessary to call them out, they
will be ordered opt to whatever extent he mny
deem it necessary to protect loyal men—white
or blick. .

But it is not well to give the Rebels and bad
men in the State, geverally, auy occaslon or
pretext tor beginving the *‘war ol races" so
much desired and so often predicted by Coppear-
beads, and therefore we would caution our
colored friends, in every instance, to avold
giving occasion for misconduct towards them,
We believe that only a pretext or excuse is
peeded to set the Rebels on the blacks us effec-
tually as S8eymour did the Irish of New York.
The Governor, on this account, may not at firat

A FEARFUL CRIME.

Family Mardered—Thelr House Barned
and Other Property Destroyed,

About midnight on Baturday three or tour
fiami shols were heard coming from the Willett
nmber will, on Belle river, Ontario, and shortly

after the buildings were found to be in flames,
burniug to the ground before the fire could be
chwkoﬁ. The watchman at Nan Allen's, another
mill on the beach, about three hundred yards
down the river from the Willett mill, on secing
the flames thought they came from his house,
nnd went there to save his goods. While gone
flames broke out in the buildings watched over
by him, first appearing on theside furthest from
the Willett mill, and they too were totally de-
stroyed. Each mill, with machipery and stock,
cost about $10,000, nnd there was no lnsurance
l‘!l\]'r two policies of 81000 each on the Willett
mill.
On examining the still burning ruios of the
latier mill the charred and parlly destroyed
bodics of Mr, Van Orden, one of 1ts owners, his
wife, and grandeon were found. Mr. Van
Orden’s age was about sixty years, bls wife's
about filty, and the grandson wae sevenleen
years old, Beside the corpses were found Mr,
Van Orden’s gold watch, a locket belonging to
his wite, a emall pleee of gold, and a fve-
barrelled Colt’s revolver, The revolver isstrange
to 61l the people thercabouts, wnd it is not Van
Orden's, for his Is known to have becn a glx-
shooter,

Just before the fire broke ont two pistol shots
—one witness says three, another says four—
were heard coming from the mill occapled by
the family ns thelr house, snd when the flames
appeared it was In an entirely different pare of
the mill, at least fifty feet from Van Orden's
room, The deceased has been for some time in
partnership with s certain Chisholm;: bat lawly
their business affairs have been before a bourd
of arbitration for settlement preparatory to a
dissolution. During the course of the arbi-
tration  diMecultles  and  enmily  arose,
Even Inst  Saturday afterocon they
had o fierce dispute  abont a  settle.
ment, Chisholm, it Is sald, having tried
1o wrest the property from the old man., The
insurance policies before mentionad were ob.
tained by him and are io the hands of & Toronto
firm as his collsteral security for a debt due
them. Within a short time Mr, Van Orden hus
received about $2600 by express, aud is not
known to have put it out of his house., Besides,
on Baturday he is reported to have drawn $600
in silver from the Lank of Messrs, Strong &
Noble, of Windeor, No traces of alll this coin
could be found, and it was probably the imme-
diate cause of his beivg murdered. At least
three persons are suspected, and one of them,
Cuptain Emory Rabash, was arrested lust night

AL Puebla it was reported that threc columns,
under the command of Geoerals Cortina, Car-
rion, and Cabrioto, would attack the revointion-
istsa of the Slerrs, who, pumberive some 1500
men, bad taken a strope position and fortified
themeelves in the Cerro San Miguel,

We hear almost datly of new proununciamien-
tos in all parts of the country. In the State of
Campeche, one has been started by D. J. A,
Munos, who collected about 150 men, armed
with rifles, and marched upon Pocyaxun, where
he compelled the officinle and leadiog men to
join in the proclamation repudiating the State
tiovernment, They acknowledge the general
Government.

At last nccounts the revolutionists occupied
the town of Tenabo, And s0 come reporis of
uprisings all over the country, Some are
apainst the General Government and in favor
of various aspirsuts for the Presudency; others
are more modest, and only alm to upset the
State suthorities, All have some ostensible
political and patriotic object, but love of ex.

Scarcity of Provisions at FPort aune-
Prince,

The correspondent of the New York Times,
writes us follows from Jacmel, under date of
Auguost 18:—

t Port-au-Prince affairs were very much the
snme p8 what we last reported, The prineipal
event had been the capture of the town of Petite
(Goave by General Normil, and the subsequent
seizure of Salpave's war steamer Silvain. Tue
capture of Petite Goave took place after des-
perate fighting, aud the slaughter of 700 Piquets
or savage negroes, who had risen in favor of
Salpave,

On the morrow of this occurrence the war
steamer Silvain, thinking that the town was
still 1n Salvave's possession, made her appear-
unce, and snchored io the harbor., When the
ship came In sight 8 lurge body of men appedred
on the shore, and cried “Vive Saloave.” The
Commodore and other officers then landed,
aud were invited to j'oiu the crowd in partaking
of champagne. While drinkiug the poor fellows
were  arrested  aond  imprieoued, and  two
boats well armed were sent off to  cup.
ture the steamer, which was easily secared.
The news had caused great excllement as Bal-
nave had sent on board the Silvain (also called
the 22d December) all his wealth, viz :—§$600,000
in Haytien paper and $120,000 in gold, beswdes
eome viluable furniture and jewelry. The
capture of this steamer maddened Salnuve, who
determined to revenge hmeeif on the merchants
of Port-nu-Prince, he declared that he
required of them $200,000 io gold, withoat
even saylpg for what puipose the mopey
was needed, Toesep oor merchants are already
almost ruined, but fear may compel them to
find the amount,

It Is surprisipg to eee how the Americans
acsivt Salnuve. Heport says he has promised to
gell them o portion of the island., They have u
small eteamer here, which they keep ranning,
giviog news und assistance to SBa'nave's party.

rices, He lived in various huts constructed

v himself, until his death, May 15th, 1867, each
year becoming more and more & hermit, and
surrounding himself with impenetrable misery,
And so it happeond that when he died unex-
pectedly and slmost slone, there was & gen-
eral belief that he had thonsands of doliars
in gold and silver, the only kind of money
he would ever recelve, hidden in his blud,

About ten o'clock yesterday morning o small
boi, the son of John Fortuue, accompanied his
father to the Kelly mines, While the father was
digging for lead ore, the boy who had been
degpatched to the restdence of Platt Smith on
some trifling errand, discovered pear the rock
house, and contiguous to the old Kelly shaft a
tin ves:el, which had been buried beneath the
surface but washed rar:l;bare hf the late rains,
The boa litted the thing and discovered a tin
can still below, which npon examination turned
out to be filled with gold coin, sald coins being
English soverelgns and American $20 pieces,
AN amounting to the goodly sum of
$1800. Elated with his dipaowr{ the little
boy screamed to his father. The I her by some
oversight screamed and notided the heirs, and
the latter, mile and lemale, soon appeared upon
the ground, and clalmed the whole pile by virtue
of their consanguinity to the late deceased and
lamented Thonias Kelly, for whose demise they
pever can_be sufficiently thankful. An spron
was spread upon the ground, Upon this the
glivtering store was spread, while around sqaat,
ted, huddled, and clustered the expectant heirs,
while a pro rata divislon was made. Tnis was

He then pives
the rest and residue of his estate to the College
for the purpose of keeping the same in repair,
and to the erection of buildings sround the
